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ADVISORY ACTION 

[1] Receipt of an English-language translation of JP 1 1 253040, filed with the 
response of November 03, 2004, is acknowledged. 

[2] The request for reconsideration in the amendment filed November 03, 2004 has 
been considered, however the amendment does not place the application in condition 
for allowance. While the amendment to the claims would appear to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, the written description rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(a), and the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) (see items [13] to [15] and [18] to [22] of the Office action 
mailed July 23, 2004), the amendment has not been entered because the claims as 
amended present new issues requiring at least one new rejection, a new search, and 
further consideration. See MPEP § 714.13 regarding non-entry of an after final 
amendment. 

[3] Amended claims 13 and 15 are confusing as there is no unit of concentration, 
e.g., molar, milimolar, or micromolar, for sodium chloride in the listing of components for 
1X SSC. Further, the recited stringent conditions have yet to be presented and would 
require a new search and further consideration of the claims. It is noted that even if the 
amendment was entered, the scope of enablement rejection of claims 13 and 15 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph would be maintained for the reasons of record. 
[4] Applicant's arguments have been fully considered. However, in view of the non- 
entry of the amendment filed November 03, 2004, applicants' arguments are not found 
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persuasive to overcome the rejections as set forth in the Office action mailed July 23, 
2004 for the reasons of record stated therein. 

[5] In view of the non-entry of the amendment, the claim status is as follows: 

• Claims 1 -1 3 and 1 5-1 7 are pending. 

• Claims 2-12 are withdrawn from further consideration. 

• Claims 1,13, and 1 5-1 7 are rejected.
